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Remarks 

The Restriction Requirement identified the following two inventions: 

I. Claims 1-36 drawn to a device and system. 

II. Claims 37-82 drawn to a method. 

The Office Action further identified the following species:

d. Figures 23 and 29;

The Election of Species requirement alleged that no claims are generic. 
Applicants respectfully traverse this allegation as there are clearly claims in the 
application that are generic to two or more species. Applicant is entitled to the 
examination of a generic claim. See In re Haas, 486 F.2d 1053, 1055 (CCPA 1973). In 
this case, at least independent claims 37, 50 and 78 are generic to two or more of the 
species identified in the Office Action. 

Applicants herein elect Group II corresponding to claims 37-82. Applicants 
further elect species (c) corresponding to Figures 1 1-22 and at least claims 37-67, 69-76 
and 78-82.
